Gentlemen: 


I have the honor to submit the Hospital Report 
for the year July 1, 1940 to June 30, 1941. 


Though the past year has been difficult, we have 
come through rather well, with a few disappointinents and a 
moderate deficit in our Cash Reserve. 


There are two facts in the "Grand Strategy" of 
hospital operation which should be carefully considered by those 
responsible for such voluntary or private hospitals as st.Luke's. 


lhe first of these is the rapidly increasing cost 
of operation, and the second is the waning supply of competent 
personnel available for duty in private hospitals located in the 
larger cities and towns, 


The rapidly increasing cost of operation is 
inevitable and in the main reasonable - a natural result of very 
desirable developments in scientific proceaure and iiproved ways 
of life. 


At the same time, and developin,; with increases 
in cost, there is a falling off in ability at the sources which 
have supported and maintained the voluntary or private instiut- 
ion. The first source, Philanthropy, and the second, the Pat- 
ient's Income. Private Income, though larger in many instances, 
is proportionately less adequate to meet the cost of rapidly in- 
creasing technics demanded by scientific procedure and trained 


personnel. 


Philanthropy will have less with which to endow, 
and endowments will earn less with diminishing return on capital, 
and such return as is available will be relatively less effect- 
ive in meeting legitimately increased costs. 


An attempt is being iuade to meet these coiuditions, 
Or perhaps it would be better to say we are stumblin;; or wander- 
ing along two roads which we have been driven to take. These 
roads are Sickness Insurance and Tax Support. The iutelli.ent 
indiviaual, interested in his own and the general welfare, has 
no aifficulty in deciding which of these roads we should travel. 
Stupid and unelightened selfishness may force us to take the tax 
Supported road, which in the end will prove as expensive, in- 
efficient and unsympathetic as red-tape and impersonal government 
control bring about in affairs which demand intelli.,ent, personal 
ana sympathetic interest. 
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The second factor in the "Grand Strategy" of 
hospital operation which must be considered, i.e., the waning 
Supply of competent personnel, is one which will becone more 
urgent as our neglect of Sickness Insurance becomes more notice- 
able. This is true for the reason that govermuient insitutions 
and tax supported laboratories are bidding against private hosp- 
itals for the services of the better trained and more highly 
efficient hospital specialist. At present, the Army, Navy, 
Public Health Service, Red Yross and defense industries have | 
made it exceedingly difficult fora private institution to exist 
and operate efficiently. State hospitals and Universities have 
about drained the supply, throagh out-bidding private institut- 
ions. The fighting force will have first call on supply during 
the present emergency, and the war, if it comes. This condit- 
ion will not be entirely relieved after the emergency has passed, 
as it is almost certain that the fishting force will be increased 
in size to something like five times pre-war strength. This, 
together with the current trend tovard zovernment operation and 
control of business and life itself, will tend to destroy private 
initiative and private institutions such as the present-day 
voluntary hospital. 


the insurance principle and insurance companies 
are nov available in many places and will provide ample funds to 
pay increasing hospital costs at rates which the great majority 
can pay, and will pay if properly informed by those who assume 
responsibility for the care of the sick, 


The sick must be cared ror, and will be cared for 
at rates they can afford to pay. If the insurance orinciple is 
not accepted and properly utilized, tax supported institutions 
and time-serving welfarers will take over the task, with the 
usual results,

~2,000.00. Others of the eighteen Operatins Yepartinents showed 
an increase in operatin:; cost. The cost of operatin: the Diet- 
ary Vepartient increased approximately )»5,000.00, in a total 
expenditure of about 120,000.00. This was the hishest increase 
Of any of the departinents excent Nursing Care, which showed a 
very unusual increase of 9,864.47. In the oreceding; year, nurs- 
ing costs increased 5,180.13, so that we are nov about wld ,O00. 00 
above our 1939 costs. Salaries were iacreased in June, but as a 
matter of fact, the June nurse payroll was less than the iiay 
payroll by about »200.00, 


Last year's Report iaeitioned two proceuures 
Which it was thought would reduce nursing costs: 


(1) Senior class service with the sick was 
to be increased in tiuae at the bedside to soilething like full- 
time service with the sick. Our experience vor the year shows 
that the Senior class was on duty with the sick about I¥e6 per 
cent of the tine. The forecast for next year indicates tht the 
senior class will be on duty with the sick about 67.2 ynercent of 
the time. This should result in a reduced general duty payroll. 
the senior class will still have six weeks affiliation at 
Hi-hland Hospital and eizht weeks in the Vilinic, with about 
forty hours of class work in the virst month of the Yeare 


(2) The next procedure contemplated was sub- 
Stitution of Nurse Aides for general auty nurses, which it was 
thought would cut down general duty nursing: costs, and at the 
Sais time, develop a nursing force wiich would not be totally 
dependent upon shortaze in the suoply of coupetent sraduate nurses, 
particularly if Army and Navy demands should be suddenly increas- 
CQ. 


For the following year, Iliss Harrison recom- 
mends that Nursing Aides perform from 30 to 50 percent of our 
nursing service. ohe recoiuiaends employment of a iainiinum of 17 
and a inaximum of 25 Nursim; aides, the number to depend, of course, 
upon their availability for adequate service to the sick,

It is probably true that »t. Luke's Hospital 
has furnished imore generous nursing service than inany other 
hosvitals, as the number of nurses on duty and the cost of 
their service per patient day is considerably above that in 
other hospitals here and elsewhere. «As a matter of fact, one 
van Francisco private hospital somewhat larger than St.Luke's, 
has a patient day cost for nursing service approxiiately 60 
cents per patient day less than »*t. Luke's Hospital nursing 
service, The number of patient davs in the hos» ital mentioned 
has increased some twelve thousand in the past three years, so 
it would seem that this less expensive service has been accept- 
able to more and more doctors and patients. 


* lhe number of individuals on duty with the sick 
in San francisco hospitals (nurses, aides, orderlies, etc.), 
varies from 1 to 0.87 patients, to 1 to 1.47 patients. whose 
on duty with the sick at ot. Luke's Hospital averaze 1 to 0.87 
per patient day, the highest in van francisco. The ratio of 
pupil nurses is 1 pupil to 2.2 patients, which is the seme in 
another large San francisco hos»vital, where the nursing force 
is 1 to 0.98 patients. 


Onitting Special Duty Nurses (paid by the patient ) 
ot. Luke’s nursing personnel is as 1 to 1.10 patients, which is 
also the highest personnel ratio in ~an “ranciseo. Our Special 
Duty Nurses averaged 39.1 per uay during the inonth of June, which 
was an average month. In the past we have had as inany as sixty 
specials on duty ona given day. 


If nursing costs continue to increase beyond our 
ability to pay them or to offer acceptable rates, we lay be col- 
pelled to reduce the cost. Our nursing payroll has increased 
53,666.96 since 1936. 


OTATISTICAL SUMMARY From the standpoint of hospital 
service, this year has been the 
largest in the history of the 

hospitalLsave two - 1927 and 1957, The total number of 

patient days last year amounted to 57,184. ‘the daily average 
number of patients was 156.7, or 78.4 percent occupancy. The 
average stay per patient amounted to 10.6 days. There were 

fewer patients operated upon than the previous year and fewer 
number of operations performed, ‘he number of A-ray pictures 

taken increased 8 percent and the a-ray treatiaents shoved a 

Slight increase. The number of Laboratory examinatious wade 

increased slizhtly less than 5 percent, 


The number of days free treatueut 
furnished decreased approximately 5 percent. This occurred 
mainly in those patients treated on the Weeks Hospitalization 
Fund and the Katharine aud Harry Babcock Fund, although there 
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was also a slight decrease in the Hospital Uare of Wurses and 
the Community Chest patients. 


The average cost per patient day for 
hosvital service increased only three cents over the past year. 
The average increase in cost of subsistence showed a like in- 
crease of three cents, However, the increase in rates which 
went into effect June 1, 1941, raised the income per patient 
day approximately fifty cents, to offset an increase in cost 
per patient day of about forty cents.

JUSURANCE Throughout the year negotiations have 
been carried out through the Hospital 
Conference of San Francisco, for the 
purpose of establishing a uniform policy with rezard to the 
business relationship between hospitals and the responsible 
insurance carriers of Hospital Service Policies. The negoti- 
ations have resulted ina contract with two of the orzanizat- 
ions = the Health Service of California, and the California 
Physicians service - wherein they agree to pay regular rates as 
charged the general public when any of their beneficiaries re- 
quire hospitalization. The third orzanization - Health Service 
System - is operating under those terms at present, aud it is 
believed shortly will contract to continue operating in that 
manner. This is a very desirable situation and it is hoped 
that eventually all of that type of service will be renuered in 
accord with a single uniform contract. 


PERSONNEL RELATIONS Personnel probleis throughout the 
hosoital have been trying during the 
past year and undoubtedly will con- 

tinue for sane time to come, We have completed a contract with 

the Hospital and Institutional Workers Union, the duration of 
which is to be two years and will be opened for further negoti- 
ations only if the index of living cost chanyes ten percent in 
either direction, at the present time we are negotiating with 
the Engineers Union and the Nurses Union, although it is believed 
that’ Little will come of these attempts to raise pay. It must 
be remembered, however, that personnel problems are not solved 
by new contracts, because job opportunities in industry at 
present offer such attractive possibilities that our employees 
are enticed away, thus requiring us to continuously train in- 
experienced people to do the work, only to lose thei when they 

have received that necessary training. From this results a 

lower standard of service, which can be kept at a iinimum by 

constant and closer supervision. 


As a gesture toward good personnel 
relations throughout the hosvital this year we have eliminated 
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the various dining rooms and different menus, so that now all 
of the employees who receive food as part of wages, share a 
common board,. 


FOOD AND FOOD SERVICE Only minor repairs and replaceieuts 
were required in the Dietary Depart- 
ment during the past year, with the 

exception of the purchase of a new ice crean freezer anc reno- 

vating the bake shop. A new assistant Vietitian has replaced 
one who resigned. As mentioned elsewhere, personnel problens 
in this department have been very trying. Food cost per weal 

for the year averaged 3 .1735. 


STORAGE AND SUPPLY he General Stores Departiaent had 
an exceedingly busy year, idalnly 
because of the advance purchase 
Caupaign which has been carried out. The supplementary audit 
Will show that this prograri is practically at coiapletion, 
Storage space for the goods purchased was imade by utilizing 
rooms formerly used as helps’ quarters and dressing rooms, 


ACCOUNTING the new equipment acquired for the 
change in the management of the pay- 
roll system consists of a inmachine 

tabulator bar and a ledger for employee payroll ecards, This 

new system is a tremendous time=-saver, the work being done 
now by one person in about 12 hours per month. 


The storaze vault is being rearranged 
to allow for more adequate storage space, 


accounts Receivable at the end of the 
year amounted to 38,117.92. 


BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS Ihe physical plant of the hospital is 
in a very satisfactory state of maint- 
enance at the present time, as a result 

of a rather extensive effort in painting and redecoratin:; which 

Was carried on early this year. All of the wards aud SoOuwewhat 

over £5 of the private rooms were re-done, not to inention the 

work done in the Nurses’ Home, 


Other items of improvement and repair 
consist of:

PROFESSIONAL STAY At the present tiiae the Hosnital is 

being operated with a reduced number 

of House »etaff Interns and Nesidents, 
The demand for doctors in the armed forces and in private in- 
dustrial positions is creating; a hardship most manifest in 
filling hospital House staff positions. Our usual quota is 
eleven members, but at the present time we have only seven 
members, though we have -iade sincere efforts to obtain more. 
However, we are supplementing this number by fourth year medic- 
al students as ixterns, to do work comparable to work of the 
Interns, but under a good ueal closer supervision. also, in an 
attempt to lighten the work carried by the House wtaff, we 
have employed a full-time nurse anesthetist for the purpose of 
ceiving maternity anesthesia, a time-consuming job, and to help 
in the operating room with selected cases. This is a change 
from our former policy of only permitting professional anesthet- 
ists in the Hospital, but it is a necessary temporary expedient 
to allow the Hospital to carry on as efficiently as possible, 
we are also giving consideration to a plan to employ a medical 
stenographer, to allow the House staff to dictate their histor- 
ies and physical examinations and thus save thei the tliae- 
consuming job of record Writing. 
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General Staff meetings have been held 
monthly throughout the year and have been very satisfactor- 
ily attended. The use of colored photographs of specimens 
and moving picture treatment of various topics is accorded 
a hearty endorsement by all who attend. 


We are deeply grateful for the opportunity and 
privilege we have enjoyed in another year of service to the 
hospital and the public. We have appreciated more than ever 
the support and guidance of our Yirectors and the Kindly 
interest and understanding of our many friends,

The above figures show that we have 17 students less than we 

had last year as well as fewer graduates, Miost of the extra 

work is being done by Attendants and Orderlies, in which number 
there has been an increase of 10 over this time last year. this 
increase was gradual, just as the decrease in the number of 
students was gradual. Thus, the average number of Attendants 

on duty durins the year was 15 plus. The increased cost of 
nursing service during the past year, in ow Opinion, has been 

due to the fact that there are fewer students enrolled in the 
School. The smaller enrollment has come about because of the 

fact that there is only one class per year, whereas there were 
formerly two - one in January and one in sept ember. It is hoped 
that the original average of 100 students will be reached eventual- 
ly, and that, when this comes about, a fail in the cost of nursing 


will ensue, 


Although there are many inquiries concerning the *chool - we 

have sent out over 1000 catalogues daquring the year - we were 
unable to procure more than 34 good applicants this year. Part 
of the reason for this may be the high tuition, which is the 
highest of any three-year school in the Vity. However, we have 
a very high type of student. Twenty-two students will graduate 
this Fall; with the 34 entering, the enroilment will reach 8d, 
although it is always uncertain as to how many will remain in 
training. If a School of Nursing is maintained; if the Hesidence 
is used to house the students. and if salaries of Instructors are 
paid for a few or many students, it seems reasonabie to suppose 


| that the hospital nursing service stands to gain by a larger en- 
rollment, particularly since each student pays (~poo0.00 to the 
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Our suggestion, therefore, for decreasing the cost of nursing 
service is to increase the size of the »chool. It must be 
remembered that the rise in cost of nursing Service was due 
wholly to salaries paid to those who took the place of the 
students who formerly worked in the hospital without remuner- 
ation. Cost of maintaining the School was not estimated in 
these figures, Therefore, if the cost is to be decreased, more 
people working without salary must be eaployed to do the nurs- 
ing service, 


An effort to use less expensive help is being made, employing 
trained attendants wherever it is possible to use them. The 
duties of these workers have been increased and enlarged to ins 
clude the care of convalescent patimts In this connection 

it is well to remember that there are many duties which the non- 
professional workers cannot do; that these duties vary largely 
With the kind of patient with whom they are working; that the 
Attendant class must work eight hours out of nine, thus being 

on duty for only one of the two heavy shifts, the morning and 
the evening. Professional workers, on the other hand, can work 
in broken shifts, going off duty in the slack times and return- 
ing to work when the need is again heavy. Another influence in 
the employment of subsidiary workers is that they cannot be used 
in the care of acutely ill patients, so that when the Operative 
schedule is heavy, there is need for fewer than at times when 
there are many convalescents, Therefore, while we believe that 
there is a definite place for these workers in the care of the 
Sick, we believe that it is poor economy to employ imore than we 
can reasonably handle, 


Still another factor which influences the number of Attendants 
employed is the number of young students on the wards; for 
example, towards the end of September, the new students will gO 
on the wards and private divisions. They will be able to do 
minor care of the convalescent, Cleaning, carrying trays, feed-~ 
ing the sick, and other duties which are now done by Attendants, 
Therefore, it would be false economy to keep paid workers, to 
do what the students my do. This situation will change as the 
students become more able to do professional work, and again 
subsidiary workers may be used, in the latter instance, however, 
to replace graduate nurses, 


NURSING SERVICE: 

There has been a very high turnover in the nursing staff this 
year; this is partly due to the demands of the Army, although 

we have lost only four directly from this cause. Some have 

left for other positions, and many have left because of marrlage, 
This instability lowers the efficiency of the staff and seeins to 
Create restlessness, 


A program of staff education was inaugurated last Fall and ran 


during the entire year. Staff nurses were thus given education 
in modern methods, recent discoveries in the medical field, 
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latest treatments of various diseases, etc. The Staff doctors 
were glad to give lectures to the nurses, many of whom are 
itinerants, in order to improve the quality of nursing care 
given their patients, Attendance was compulsory. 


New lockers for the use of special duty and staff nurses have 
been installed in the old Utility Room on the third floor, 


As there has been Unionization of nurses in some of the other 
hospitals in the vicinity, it is possible this might affect us 
at some future date, 


SCHOOL OF NURSING: 

It was stated in last year's Annual Report that an affiliation 
for Pediatrics was being arranged, due to the low number of 
patients in Pope Ward, This has been increased and it was not 
necessary to affiliate the students for the service. As this 
would have taken the students out of the house an additional six 
weeks, we are happy that it was not necessary. 


Capping Exercises were held in February, when 31 very good 
students were received into the %chocl. The group are very 
superior and have done good work in all departments, 


The Vraduation Exercises for the February Class took place at 
that time, as many of the sirls were leaving town to be married 
or to take positions, The Ceremony in the Chapel was very 
Simple. Bishop Parsons made the Address and it was followed by 
the usual Tea. Graduation for the September Vlass will take 
place on the day the first girls finish their training. This 
is being done in many schools in the country and is considered 
better practice than holding the Graduation in June, two inonths 
before they finish. 


Miss isther Brooks, M.A., University of California, will replace 
Miss Josephine Allen as Science Instructor in 1941-1942. ifiss 
Brooks coes to us with a rich background of experience and 
education and was highly recommended, «+s ldiss 4llen resigned 

in the Spring, and no new Instructor could be appointed before 
Fall, we were especially fortunate to procure the services of 
Dr. Miriam Davis, who very kindly taueht two courses for us, 

The entire Faculty cooperated very nicely and we are extremely 
grateful to them for their help in our need. 


Faculty meetings have been held at intervals during the year. 
Principles and policies have been discussed, and younger nurses, 
working for their degrees, are being brought into the teaching 
field. One of them is teaching nursing care in surgical diseas- 
és and another nursing care in communicable diseases, Most of 
the nursing faculty, as well as many of the Head Nurses, are 
carrying courses at the University. Miss Muriel Lewis, Assist- 
ant YVirector of Nurses, tcok summer courses at the University 

of Chicago during a leave of absence, 


The curriculum has been improved in the following ways: with 
the help of our interested lecturers in Medical and Surgical 
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Nursing, Doctors Delprat and Burnham, these courses have been 
integrated with Diet Therapy, Pharmacology, and Case Study. A 
change in the division of lecture material izade it possible for 
emphasis to be put on nursing care of the sick rather than on 
theory. Ward conferences were held three tiineS a week, in an 
effort to teach the students to mke practical application of 
the theoretical teaching of the classroom. All evening class- 
es but two have been abolished. 


The final changes have been imde in the curriculum to allow 
affiliations to come in the last year. tight weeks are spent 

in the Clinic and six weeks at Highland Hospital. The remainder 
of the time is spent at the bedside with the exception of the 
first month, when classes will be held, Such a change was felt 
to be advisable because of the greater value to the hospital of 
the Senior Student, 


The Library has been improved by the addition of new reference 
books and the discardins of those wuich were out of date. Post-~ 
ers, bulletin boards, lantern slides and movies are being used 
more frequently for visual methods of instruction. 


A change in the uniform was made this year; low collars have 
replaced the old "bishop" collars, and the addition of name-pins 
at the throat have improved the looks of the uniform a great deal. 


The program for the selection of students which was inaugurated 
last year has been highly successful, for of the 45 who entered, 
only three left = two due to poor grades caused by poor health, 
another because of marriage.. This is a very low “mortality”. 
Five other schools in the City have now adopted the plan, and 
all our pre=nursing students are tested together, records being 
sent to the schools to which they @ply. This is an adaptation 
of a plan widely used in the Jast, where thousands of pre- 
entrance tests are given annually. 


Of the thirty-four students entering the School this Feli,. Ad 
have had two years or more of college, 17 have had one year, anda 
two have had pert of a year. The size of the classes in Normal 
Nutrition and Bacteriology (since we are excluding those stud- 
ents who have had the courses in college) is greatly reduced; 
this facilitates teaching and lightens tne burden of both teach- 
ers and students. 


At the suggestion of the Board of YVirectors, money which had 
accumulated in the “Activity Fund" of the »“chool of Nursing 
was used to start a Loan Fund, available to Senior Students who 
need money to finish their training. 5200.00 was voted by the 
Student Body, anotlter $100.00 has been given by the Women's 
Board, and the Board of Yirectors will maxe up the remainder 
of a $1000.00 Loan Fund. Hereafter this is to be called the 
"Tvdia Paige Monteagle Loan Fund". This is indeed a very fine 
thing, which will help worthy students at a time when they are 
eager to be responsible for their own debts. Money will be 
paid back into the Fund within two years, without interest. 
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During the year the Student Body organization funntioned effect- 
ively, meeting once seach month. Individual classes were also 
organized, One of the activities was the British War Relief unit, 
the only student nurse branch in the City. A large number of 
knitted articles, children's pyjamas, books, clothing, tinfoil 
toys, etc, were sent to the San Francisco branch. Another very 
fine thing was the Annual, which was published under the auspices 
of the Senior Class, It was efficiently managed and showed a 
surplus in the Treasury; money was wade from the sale of adver- 
tisements, returns from the Coca Sola and candy machines, sand- 
wich sales, etc, 


An Altar Guild was organized early in the year. Twenty-two 
Episcopalians became active members and each took her turn in 
caring for the Altar and the Chapel. At the meetings discussion 
of religion and the Church was helpful to all, To our knowledge 
this is the only Episcopal *chool in the country which has such 
a Guild, and the number of girls attending weetings showéd their 
desire to learn about am to be of service to their Church. 


A great many improvements have been made in the Nurses' Home, 
Chief among these is the re-decoration of the living room, wiich 
was done with great taste by the Women's Board. May we take 
this opportunity of thanking them for their assistance, and the 
Board of Directors for voting the funds which inmade this possible? 
it is very much appreciated by students and alumnae, 


Leather treads were placed on the stairs of the Nurses' Hoine, to 
Eliminate slipping and falling. 


With money which was given to the School of Nursing, an old 
storewroom on the first floor has been converted into a break- 
fast rooin, We were given a toaster, radio, and percolator (the 
last the gift of the Senior Ulass). A large recreation room in 
the basement was also furnished; a ping-pong table was given by 
a former patient, a radio-phonograph by a friend, and colorful 
pictures obtained through Dr. Weeks, A sewing and ironing room 
was made from another old room; many of the sirls make their 
own clothes to save money. A fourth room was converted into a 
"Health Clinic" whe re physical examinations are held. All of 
these are helpful in maintaining the home atmosphere, and a 
decided change in the attitude of the students has been noted 
and remarked upon by the students themselves, 


The recreation program included Symphony concerts, tickets to 

which were generously given by members of the Board of Directors; 

a picnic at Sigmund stern Grove, in conjunction with Mount 4ion 
“chool of Nursing; a boat ride on the Bay; teas every Sunday after- 
noon; skating parties; dances in the Home, and readings of ,ood 
plays by Mrs, Carol Veazie. All were very much enjoyed and well 
attended. Many of the students have attended U.0%.0. dances at 

the Presidio and Aquatic Park; they were taken and chaperoned by 
members of St. Francis Community Church. 


A House Mother has been einployed for the Nurses' Home. Her 
duties include supervision of the maids, chaperoning and arrang-~ 
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ing for parties, teas and dances, and she is in Charge of tis 
Library from 4:30 until 10:00 P.M. As she is a forner teacher 
She has been of great help in assisting students in learning 
proper methods of study, and in coaching those who are falling 
behind in their work, 


In this report we have spoken several times of our anpreciation 

of help given to us by various individuals and Groups. May we 
mention others: those of the Medical “taff, who have so kindly 
given of their time and skill in caring for the students' health: 
Jr. Hodgkin for his kindness and help; Mr. Val Ritschy for his 
leadership of the Glee Club; to all Department heads, and partic-~ 
ularly to the Medical Virector, for his wise and kindly assistance 
through a year which has, in many respects, not been an easy one, 
It has truly been the "Spirit of St. Lukets" noted in so many ways 
which has made the year the successful, progressive one Which it 
became through ourcombined efforts. May we express our thanks 


tO each and all.

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LABORATORY REPORT 


Year Ending June 30, 1941 


The past fiscal year has again shown an increase in the 
number of Laboratory tests performed. These amount to 56,144 + 
an increase of 3.7% over 1940. Wassermann tests are mainly 
responsible for the increased business, 


The disturbed world situation has effected an increase in 
the cost of Laboratory materials and equipment. In anticipation 
oF possible shortages essential materials are being stocked yor 
two years in advance. The Army and Navy are employing increas-~ 
ing numbers of Laboratory technicians, largely taken from 
Civilian positions. Two of ow technicians have left this last 
year because of this. In order to stabilize Laboratory personnel 
and maintain present service stanusrds, the Medical Director has 
authorized the Laboratory Director's request for a general in- 
crease in Technicians’ salaries. ‘These Salary raises are effect~ 
ive July 1, 1941. 


A revised Laboratory fee schedule was put into effect on 
June 1, 1941. 


A new plan for conducting our investigations for Laboratory 
evidence of syphilis was put into effect June 00, 1941. This 
plan embodies the use of q Simple, reliable and accepted test 
(Kline Exclusion test) that enables us to conserve technicians’ 
time without diminishing the quality of the work. 


A new water-bath incubator has been purchased for use in 
performing Wassermann tests. In addition to replacing a worn-out 
water=bath,the increased size of the new one has already saved 
considerable technicians’ tine. A new microtome for mak in g 
microscopic tissue diagnoses, usually at the time of Operation, 
has been ordered. This new machine will be a valuable, improved 
replacement in the Laboratory. 


Lhe Departient has published an interesting medical case, 
studied and treated in the hospital, under the title of "Subacute 
Cor Pulmonale", Archives Internal Medicine, Dec. 1940, 66: pp 
1221-1229,

Year ltinding June 30, 1941 


A total of 13,302 roentzenozrais were tak and. 
706 fluoroscopic examinations inade during the ae Veare 
Lhere has been an increase of 946 roentgsenograins and 96 
fluoroscopic examinations over the previous year. 


4,551 x-ray examinations were made and 1,067 x-ray 
treatments were given during the past year, show ing an in- 
crease of 205 examinations and 47 treatments over tlie 
previous year. It is interesting to note that 739 more 
exailinations were made than during the year ending June 
30, 1959, The increase in the number of examinations is 
due to increased activity in hazardous occupations and to 
a wave of “war prosperity". Thre has been an increase in 
the proportion of industrial accidents, especially at night, 
which has made it necessary to employ anotle r technician. 


There has been no equipment installed during the 
past year. The present equipment is kept in repair and is 
aqcequate for our needs,

I have the honor to submit the report of the Out- 
Patient and Social service Depart.usents for the year ending June 
00, 1941, 


Uuring the past year 20,537 visits were imade to all 
Clinics. 1,390 new applicants were accepted. Patients authoriz-~ 
ed by the State and County Relief Agencies mde 3,181 visits, 
for which st. Luke's Hospital was paid »2,067.65. ‘The cost of 
these at regular selling prices was 32,407.25. 


The Children's Auxiliary Fund furnished 79 days, 853 
evenings and 513 nights Special Nursing Service at a cost of 
pl,296.00. Donations totalled 2762.50; miscellaneous expendit- 
ures p41.57. Balance as of June 30, 1941, was $481.99. We owe 
thanks to the sponsors of this Fiuinu for furnishing a service which 
is indispensable in the care of our critically ill children, 


Through the Edward F. Glaser Fund, 98 persons received 
glasses, at a cost of $621.01. By having imany oi the recipients 
reimburse the Fund in part or in full by s.all nonthly payments, 
a revolving fund has been created enabling inmany wore persons to 
receive assistance. Reimbursements totalled $393.36; donations 
224.69; balance in the Fund June 30, 1941, was $3148.47. 


The Clinic personnel has been reduced. The service of 
one full-time Social Worker was discontinued and a full time 
Nurse was replaced by a part-ti.ae one. By doinz this, and with 
the cooperation of all the employees and the Medical Staff, the 
Operating expense has been reduced to an amount equalling the 
decrease in Community Chest funds for 1959 and 1940, Comunity 
Chest funds for 1941 are the samme as they were for 1940, 


In 1940, the Comnunity Chest discontinued furnishing 
appliances through a central office, and allocated the money to 
the hospitals in accordance to the appliance needs shown by a 
previous study. This is a more efficient way, as the request 
for an appliance is handled by the hosvital Social Worker who 
knows the need, rather than by someone to whom the case is ui- 
faiuiliar. St. Luke's received 213.92 for 1940 and 3500.00 for 
1941. From this fund we have rurnished our patients with various 
types of rehabilitating appliances. 


A large amount of work has been done to the interior 
}of the Clinic building. The rooms have all been brightened by 

a new coat of paint, and a new Pediatric Unit has been built in 
the auditorium. We now have the proper facilities for examining 
and treating children and a segarate waiting room for them. This 
has also ziven us adequate roows for the other Clinics, as well 
as relieving the congestion in the dowstairs hall. 
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Our little children had a grand party at Christwas. 
Hach child received a pair of fitted shoes, a gift, candy and 
ice cream. Only by the kindness of interested donors was this 
possible. Mrs. George A. Pope donated $200.00 for the shoes, 
The employees of the Information Vepartment of the Pacific 
Telephone Company and employees of the Emporium, donated the 
toys and dolls. Mr. Thuesen of Buckingham and Hecht played 
Santa Claus, and the Girl Scouts provided the entertainment. 
Smaller dmations provided the ice cream and candy. To all of 
these generous contributors and to the members of the Women’s 
Board for their kindly assistance, we are very grateful. 


The Statistical report will show the volume of work 
done during the year. We wish to thank our Supervisor, Dr. 
L. B. Coblentz, and the members of our Hospital and Out-Patient 
Staffs for their excellent service, making possible the Clinic 
and hospital work accomplished.

Gentlemen: 


In reporting on the work of the Chaplain ~or the 
past fiscal year of the Hospital I want to reecho what I re- 
— 


ported last year about tne coopera tion t have received from 
every member of the Hospital otaff, medical and others. 


During the year the Chapel has been painted and 
the windows washed. This has added ereatly to the beauty 
and attractiveness of the Chapel. 


Services have been held regularly except for one 
Tuesday eveninz, When a promised supply Yor:ot to cone. Other- 
Wise the clergy of San Francisco have been inmost kind in takine 
care of the bSbervices while 1 nave deen away, not merely durin; 
vacation, but also durin; the sessions of the General Conven=- 
etion of the Church tec wiich I was an elected deputy. the 
Rev. We. Me Ford has been most helpiul in emergencies. 


Vurin: the year there have been eighty-one services 
in the Uhapel, of whieh twenty-nine were celebrations of we 
Holy Communion. The Communion was administered to one hundred 
and two sick persons in their rooms. There have been no 
Baptisms nor weddings in the Chapel. 


I have officiated at the funerals of two patients 
who died at the Hospital. 


During the year I have made 1724 calls on patients 
who were registered as itpiscopalians or who were meinbers of 
the staff or of the Nursing school, I have also made over 
twenty-one hundred calls on persons who were not in either of 
these other groups. 


It has been iny pleasure to attend sessions of the 
Convention of Western Hospitals and durin: those days to sit 
in with the Roman Catholic Chaplains who were holding a con- 
ference on Chaplaincy Service. JI have also attended the sess- 
ions of the State Tuberculosis «sssociation’s Annual meeting 
as vell as the meetings of the Alameda County Tuberculosis 
Association. Of course I have attended meetings of the 
Episcopal Church. I also attended the sessions of the vonfer- 
ence on 'Relizion and Health’ which was held in Berkeley; at 
one session the Hospital was well represented, the chief speak- 
ers being one of the Directors, the Supervisor of Nursin;;, end 
the visiting Psychiatrist of ot. Luke's

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REPORT OF THE WOMEN'S BOARD 


The Women's Board of St. Luke's Hospital has met 
regularly once a month with the exception of June, July and 
August. Hach month one or two members visited the hospital 
to keep the Board in touch with its needs, } 


: The Board is very pleased to welcome two new 
Members, Mrs. Karl Morgam Block and Mrs, Hlliot McAllister. 


The Birthday Club continues to do a fine piece of 
work, making a fund available for emergency special nursing 
for children whose families cannot afford this expense, ‘the 
membership roll is approximately 300, the income around {500 
annually. In May 1940 the balance on hand was $1050.00. 
During the ensuing year there were more than the usual number 
of calls for this fund, bringing the balance in May 1941 down 
to 967.00. We are now trying to increase the inembership and 
new cards have been designed to send out, in the hope of 
Stimulating more interest. 


The Decorating Comaittee replaced curtains in the 
cafeteria, and redecorated the livirm room of the Nurses’ Home. 
Advice was given on the repainting of the Chapel, and on re- 
placing old curtains throughout the hospital. 


The members of the Board were invited to attend the 
sessions of the western Hospital Association. Five members 
attended the lectures on "Women's Place in Defense". 


At Wiss Harrison's suggestion a fund has been set 
up for loans to senior students who are unable to finish train- 
ing without financial aid. Miss Harrison obtained an initial 
fund of $200.00 from accumulated student activity fees, to 
which we added 3100.00. The Fund will be known as the Lydia 
Paige Monteagle Loan Fund. We have been interested in !iss 
Harrison's revision of schedules and plans for the students, 
and in the rearrangements in the Nurses' Home, which make liv- 
ing conditions there more agreeable. The breakfast room and 
game room are very attractive. 


As usual, the Board has given sifts to the head nurses 
at Christmas time and to the students at their graduation. Due 
to very limited funds our activities in the financial line are 
necessarily limited. 


The Women's Board is always interested in tiie public 
relations problems of the hospital. We regret seeing the few 
rooms available to visiting relatives cut out by the necessity 
of using the solaria for extra bed capacity. ‘We would like to 
see the establishment of a hospitality service so that all 
patients might be visited at regular intervals, thereby 
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establishing a better personal service, creating yood will and 
Setting up a safety valve for complaints, 


The question of the status of the Board, whether to 
remain in the present capacity or to Chanze the naine and forn 
an Auxiliary, has not been seriously discussed this year, out 
Inuch thouztht has been given to the problem and the subject 
Will be followed up soon. Those who are anxious to chan ze 
agree with what our Chairman stated in her report at our 
annual meeting, that: 


1. "A larger roup of interested women ini sht be inore 
useful to St. Luke’s than a sinall sroup which actually 
has no executive functions. 

e. Less frequent weetings would make very lisht deiaands 
On women who mi;ht have an interest in the hospital, 
but who are at present unvilling to join the Board 
because they cannot attend monvhly meetings, 

J, An Lxecutive Committee of officers and coimittee chair- 
gan c@uld carry on any necessary business between 
quarterly or semi-annual meetings of the larger group, 
lL have in mind particularly enlisting more church 
women around the bay area as members of this auxiliary 
or ganization." 


In these days of changins conditions we are particul- 
arly anxious to do our share in helping St. Luke's carry on in 
the splendid way it always has, cnd are doing our utinost to 
assist.

ating the removal of notes from tiuis group of Records, which 
indicates that it is wise to xeep them filed in the Record Room 
for the first year after their removal from the permanent record. 


The limited shelf space has been filled to the point where 
something radical must be done to solve this iimediate problem 
without moving any of the Records from the Departinent. I have 
rebound several volumes as an experiment, in order to ascertain 
whether or not sufficient space would be gained thereby. By so 
doing it was found that the volume of records was reduced by one- 
third. If the Kecords for the last four years, in which the 
nurses' notes were not removed, could be rebound, the space avail- 
able now would serve for several years. 
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If in the future all Records were rebound after a stated 
period of years, in which the books automatically decrease in 
Size, due to the transfer system in case of re-entry, this 
present problem of inadequate shelf space would probably not 
arise again for approximately five or ten years.
